To Mete Out Justice in Anti-| Mystery Solved of Disappear- 


Japanese Demonstration 
Cases.

Tokio, June 6—The leading papers 
here, whose opinions are worth quot- 
ing, are silent on the question of de- 
manding an indemnity for the dam- 
age to Japancee establishments in 
San Francisco. Reparation for the 
damage inflicted and punishment of 
the culprits is expected, and it is be- 
lieved that the government is taking 
proper steps in the matter, 

Though the public here is irritated 
at the tardiness displayed in effecting 
a solution of the difficulty, opinion 
has not yet reached the stage of ad- 
vocating an appeal to a hostile de- 
monstration in any form. It is true, 
however, that the popular indigna- 
tion has renched a degree never be- 
fore witnessed in the history of Ja- 
pan’s relations with the United 
States. It is thought by influential 
Japanese that the quicker the facts 
regarding the negotiations now in 
progress here and in Washington are 
published the better it will be for all 
concerned as a stage has now been 
reached when it may prove dangerous 
to keep the people in suspense or ig- 
norance of what is being done. 

An éxperienced diplomat who was 
a protege of Marquis Ito and a prom- 
inent figure in national affairs, said 
today to the Associaeed Press: ‘“Am- 
erica is the last coutitry with which I 
expected complications with Japan. 
Traditional friéndship of the two na- 
tions uniformly maintained by the 
government at Washington makes me 
almost hesitate to believe that an 
anti-Japanese sentiment exists in Un- 
ited States territory, though the un- 
fortunate oceurrence stands unassail- 
able. But before forming a final judg- 
ment in the present instance it is ab- 
solutely necessary to bear in mind 
that in America the autonomy of the 
various states is jealously guarded 
and the slightest infringement or in- 
terference by the national authorities 
is deeply resented. Consequently the 
federal government is in a most deli- 
cate position. 

“Uniortunately the chief executive 
of the United States is a wonderful 
personality, Judging by his speechos 
and writings he might be called the 
incarnation of the principle of #us- 
hido. There is no doubt that he is 
resolute enough to cut this gordian 
knot. The Japanese cause, in the 
present, instance, is right throughout 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. This 
is a fact impossible to escape the en- 
lightened judgment of a person like 
President Roosevelt. I confidently ex- 
pect that justice will be meted out 
and the sooner his action in this mat- 
ter is made known the better.”

Los Angeles, Cal., June 6.—A little 
package sent by express from Cal- 
gary containing all that was left of 
the body of Richard Gaud, formerly 
of Bowmanville, Ont., has just been 
received at Los Angeles. G@aud, who 
Was seventy-three years old, and a 
man of powerful physique, left South- 
ern California just twelve months 
ago to take over a section of land he 
had bought near Sedgewiek, Alta. He 
had a good outfit of horses and wag- 
gons, and quite a sum of money 
when he left Sedgewick in June. Hav- 
ing lived most of hjs life on a farm, 
and being a man of strength and in- 
domitable will, the tragedy which fol- 
lowed his journey to the ranch is a 
more than usual mystery, and cone 
which, it is feared, will never be ex- 
plained. 

A few days later a farmer found the 
outfit with which Gaud had gone into 
the wilderness. Everything was, ap- 
parently, just as the old man had left 
it—the horses wete picketed, the wag- 
gons in good order, nothing was miss- 
ing except Mr, Gaud. The North- 
west Mounted police were notified 
and they with the aid of the ranchers 
made a systematic search, but found 
no clew to the missing man’s where- 
abouts. It was as though the earth 
had opened and swallowed hém. 

Richard H. Gaud, of Los Angeles, 
son of the missing farmer, was noti- 
fied, and made a record trip from 
here to Alberta, where he organized 
another search party on a greater 
seale than before. The mounted po- 
lice nided him in every way, but 
after several weeks of unrewarded 
effort the younger Gaud’ had to return 
here with the mystery as far from 
being solved as it was when he left. 

Late in the fall there swept over 
the prairie a terrible fire, which did 
much damage. A month later, in 
November, a trooper of the Mounted 
Police, while riding ‘over the prairie 
about twelve miles fro mwhere Gaud 
disappeared, came upon a little heap 
of human bones that had been scorch- 
ed by the fire. He had a clear de- 
scription of Gaud, which included 
the fact that the man had nearly his 
entire set of teeth, all of gold. These 
teeth were among the bones, together 
with pieces of clothing. From car- 
bonized papers found among the re- 
mains, the identification of the old 
Ontario farmer was complete. Very 
soon after the finding of the remains 
the snow began to fall, and it was 
found impossible to send the remains 
out of the country till the trails were 
opened this spring. The mystery of 
the death of Gaud has been buried 
with him, 

Speaking of this case this morning 
Inspector Strickland, of the R. N. W. 
M. P., Fort Saskatchewan, corrobor- 
ated the above story. The man was 
lost during the first week of last July, 
which, it will be remembered, was 
porbably the hottest of last year, At 
the time Gaud was out some disganc> 
from where his outfit was, looking for 
some land he purposed taking up,and 
it is thought he cither became lost in 
th ebroken country at that section 
and perished from starvation or died 
from sunstroke. It is probable his 
body might not have been found for 
some time despite the energeti2z 
search of the mounted police and 
others, had it not been for the prairie 
fire that swept the country a short 
time after and made the finding of 
the body a much easier task. 


HARRY ORCHARD TELLS OF 


STEUNENBERG’S MURDER 


“The Diabolical Plot by Which Former Governor of Idado Was 


Made Victim of Infernal Machine. 


Haywood And His 


Associates Planned the Murder, Says Orchard. 


Boise, Idaho, June 6.—Harry Or- 
chard crowned his admissions of 
Eiere crimes to-day when continuing 
nis case againns Wm. D. Haywood. 
He made a detailed confession of the 
murder of former Governor Frank 
Steunenberg by an infernal machine 
that directly paves the way for his 
own conviction and execution for the 
mortal office. He swore that the as- 
sasination of Steunenberg was _ first 
suggested by Haywood, was plotted 
by Haywood, Moyer, Pettibone and 
himself, was financed by Haywood 
and was executed by himself, after 
the failure of an attempt in which 
Jack Simpkins participated. Orchard 
liited the total of his own victims by 
murder to eighteen, detailed the cir- 
cumstances under which he tried to 
murder ex-Governor Peabody, Judge 
Goddard, Judge Gabbert, General 
Sherman Bell, Dave Moffatt and 
Frank Hearn. Incidentally he con- 
fessed to a plan to kidnap the child 
of one of hia associates. 

A Wife Deserter and Bigamist. 

Under cross examination Orchard 
confessed the sordid social crimes 
of deserting his young child and wife 
in Ontario, theeing to British Colum- 
bia with Mrs. Simpkins, the wife of 
another man, and committing bigamy 
by being married to a third woman 
at Cripple Creek, ‘ 

Through the shocking series of mur- 
der, plots, secret bomb making and 
infernal machines ns weapons, . the 


witness went on in the same quiet 
off-hand manner that marekd his de- 
meanor yesterday. His voice dropped 
to lower keys at the pitiful story of 
the long dogging of Steunenberg in 
Caldwell narrowed down to the last 
day and told of his race from Steun- 
enberg house to beat his victim, and 
his meeting the doomed man in the 
evening gloom as he walked uncon- 
scious to his fearful death, 


State Forges Strong Chain. 


Through it all Orchard winced but 
once, and that when the defence 
made him name his six sisters and 
his one brother and their residences 
in Ontario and New York, The de- 
fence fought the testimony with a 
multiplicity of objections, and suc- 
ceeded in heading off an attempt to 
tesify to the murder of Arthur Col- 
lins at Telluride. It also temporarily 
shut out the contents of a telegram 
received and a telegram sent by Or- 
chard after his arrest. Except for 
this the state managed ‘to get its story 
intact. The state to-day began its 
corroboration of Orchard’s bloody 
narrative by producing the lead cas- 
ing of the bomb designed to kil’ Pea- 
body. Orchard identified it, and 
swore that he brought it from Canon 
City to Denver, and then on to Wal- 
lace, where he gave it to a man nam- 
ed Cunningham. It was thrown into 
the river and the state promises to 
prove its recovery.

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Haywood’s Family Present. 
Haywood and his kinsfolk listened 
uiétly to the long recital, and about 
their first show of feeling +.was_ one 
of amusement when Attorney Rich- 
ardson bagan his onslaught by bring- 
ing out Orchard’s domestic crimes. 
There were the same precautions and 
same armed guard to-day to protect 
Orchard, and the same courtroom 
aeenes except that among the specta- 
tors the women predominated. ere 
was another rush for admittance and 
the doors of the court had to be clos- 
at both sessions. Orchard finished 
his direct examination at 2.36 o'clock 
and the examination had reached 
only to the Coeur d’Alene days of 
1899, when the court rose. @x- 
amination will be continued to-mor- 
row. 

Orchard traced his movernents for 
some weeks in preparation for the 
murder of Steunenberg, He told cf 
coneulting Fred Miller, an attorney 
at Spokane in connection with the 
loss of a trunk. Miller is now one of 
attorneys for the defence. Orchard 
arrived in Caldwell with Jack Simp- 
kins in November, 1906. Orchard 
said he and Simpkins planted a bomb 
at Steunenberg’s residence some time 
before the assassination. This bomb 
failed to explode. 

Without the slightest show of emo- 
tion, Orchard told. of waiting to 
thoot Steunenberg coming, but could 
not get his gun together in time. 

At 2.30 o’clock Orchard reached the 
climax of his story. In a steady 
voice he told of planting the bomb 
outside the gate. He quickly return- 
ed homeward bound towards the ho- 
tel, and met Steunenberg on his way 
and was n block and a half from the 
hotel when he heard the explosion. 
While Orchard was in his room at 
the hotel concealing certain evidence 
a giant cap exploded in his pocket 
tearing his coat to pieces. 

Orchard had finished his story at. 
2.35, and Mr. Hawley, after a drama- 
tic pause, proceeded to bring out the 
details of Orchard’s arrest, Orchard 
said after his arrest he received a 
letter from Pettibone. It was unsign- 
ed. The state is believed to have 
the original letter in its possession. 

Details of Steunenberg’s Murder, 

At the afternoon session Orchard 
said he started for Idaho two days 
after talking with Moyer and the oth- 
ers on the subject. He put the Pea- 
body bomb prepared for use at Can- 
yon City into his trunk and took it 
along. Pettibone knew. this. | Hay- 
wood gave him $240, and he was sent 
to Pettibone for any additional funds. 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone were 
all preesnt when this arrangement 
was made, Orchard went from Den- 
ver to Salt Lake, spent a few days 
there, and then wert to Nampa, 
Idaho. He registered at the hotel 
there as Thomas Hogan. After being 
there several days he went to the 
Pacifie hotel hotel, ‘at Caldwell, and 
registered again as Hogan. He began 
at once to make ‘inquiries about 
Steunenberg. This was early in Sep- 
tember, 1906, He stayed in Caldwell 
two or three dayy, found where 
Steunenberg lived, and learned that 
he was not at home. He came = to 
Boise to try to find him, and was 
told he was living at the Idaho hotel. 
The Portland exposition was going 
on at the time, and Orchard decided 
to go there a few days. Then he went 
to Seattle to look at a ranch. Petti- 
bone had told him to do this, think- 
ing it might be a good thing to have 
a ranch where they could hide when- 
ever necessary. 

From Seattle he went to Spokane 
and then to Wardner, to see Simp- 
kins. He told Simpkins what his ob- 
ject was, but remained in the mining 
district for a month. While there he 
consulted about kidnapping the child 
of one of the mineowners, but noth- 
ing came of it. 

Finally Simpkins decided to return 
to Caldwell with Orchard to help 
murder Steunenberg. From Wardner 
they went to Wallace, Idaho, where 
Orchards decided to get rid of the 
Peabody bomb. Simpkins had said 
it was a dangerous thing to have, 
Orchard said he game it to a friend 
named Cunningham to throw it into 
the river. 

At Spokane Orchard and Simpkins 
bought ten pounds of powder with 
which to make a new bomb when 
they reached Caldwell. Simpkins 
bought a pair of field glasses, On 
the way to Spokane Orchard said his 
trunk was lost, and Simpkins took 
him to a firm of lawyers for the pur- 
pose of suing the railroad company. 
The firm was Robinson, Miller and 
Rosenthal. Mr. Miller is now one of 
the counsel for Haywood, This firm, 
Orchard said, Simpkins told him, re- 
presented the Western Federation of 
Miners. 

On arriving at Caldwell again, 
Orchard registered as Hogan and 
Simpkins as Simmons, Orchard iden- 
tified his writing on the Pacific hotel 
register, introduced in evidence yes- 
terday. 

Hunted Like = Beast of Prey. 

“We tried to locate Governor Steun- 
enberg at once,” said Orchard, “but 
could not. We went out to his resi- 
dence several times and then finally 
saw him in the Saratoga hotel on 
Monday evening. in the meantime 
we had fixed up the bomb, so Simp- 
kins and I took the bomb out ot 
once and set it under the sidewalk 
with a string stretched across the 
walk, so when he struck it it would 
upset the sulphuric acid, We went 
back to the hotel to wait, but heard 
nothing. After two or three hours 
we went out and got the bomb, We 
found some one had broken the string 
but had not upset the bottle. We 
hid the bomb in some weeds. The 
bomb was made in a wooden box 
just big enough to hold ten pounds 
of powder, 

“Next day Simpkins concluded he 
had better not stay around any long- 
er for fear that he had seen several

WORKMEN MUST 
DO WITHOUT MEAT 


Meat Prices in Chicago Con- 
tinue to Advance. Receipts 
Are Smail. 


Chicago, June 6—Chicago's vast 
army of meat eaters, the workingmen 
and toilers, are facing a run of high 
prices which threatens to put the man 
who does not earn more than $2 a 
day on a vegetable diet. Meats of all 
kinds, with the exception of the poor- 
est of beef, have been rising stead- 
ily for the last three weeks, and meat 
dealers say that the advance will con- 
tinue. In some of the poorer sections 
of Chicago retail dealers have not 
handled a piece of meat, except beef, 
for the last three weeks; lamb, pork 
and other meats are beyond the reach 
of their customers, 

The retailers found that these 
meats began spoiling on the cutting 
blocks because people could not af- 
ford to buy them and in consequence 
they quit buying of the wholesaler. 
This condition is now existing in the 
Ghetto district. Lamb has jumped 
three cents a pound in the last three 
weeks. 

There is a shortage in the supply 
received daily at the stock yards and 
the big wholesalers say that they can- 
not get enough lamb at any price to 
supply their large customers, such 
as the big down town hotels, cafés 
and restaurants. ‘Lamb is away up 
and is likely to ge a cent a nd 
higher in the next twenty-four 
hours,” said John Irwin, of Irwin 
Bros, company, today. ‘Lamb 
advanced 30 per cent. in price in the 
last eight weeks. 
not making any money out of lamb. 
We are paying 14 cents a pound for 
lamb right now and by tomorrow it 
will probably be 15 conts and may go 
higher. The big packers say that 
there are no lambs coming into mar- 
ket. There may be 20,000 a day and 
you would not know where they went 
the next day. Cheap beef is going to 
go higher, too. Texas steers will not 
begin coming into market for a month 
yet and in the meantime up will go 
the poorer cuts of beef.”

Tired Eyes. 


Modern life is particularly hard on 
the eye, and nearly everybody in 
these strenuous days when electric 
light is so universally used, has 
sorae trouble with that delicate or- 
ganism. 

The eye soon shows traces of fa- 
tigue, they sink in their sockets, and 
the eyelids become wrinkled and 
droop heavily at the corners. It is 
then that women, and sometimes 
men should have recourse to eye 
massage, oF 4s our American sisters 
call it, “Eye brightening.” 

The massage should “be begun” by 
passing the fingers gently over the 
forehead to smooth out any creases 
which may ‘be there. The masseuse 
should now take two tiny bags filled 
with small sweet herbs steeped in 
oil or if not available, tea leaves 
steeped in hot water. The eyes must 
be closed and kept closed during the 
entire treatment. 

The little bags are drawn slowly 

across the lids and around the eyes, 
leaving tiny traces of the oil or tea. 
The masseuse should now begin to 
massage the eye with a very light 
touch, beginning at the corner of the 
nose on the muscles of the eye, using 
the third finger of each hand and 
working in tiny circles toward the 
outer edge of the eye. For aging or 
too far-sighted eyes, however, the 
treatment should begin at the outer 
edge of the eye and work toward the 
inner edge. This massage has been 
known to restore dim sight and to 
visibly increase the powers of vision. 
The operator should then begin to 
massage over the closed eyelid itself. 
Considerable care should be taken to 
get just the right touch, which must 
be light and at the same time firm. 
The fatigue and slight pain which 
may have been induced by this pro- 
cess may then be relieved by mas- 
sage at the base of the brain. 
All traces of the oil or tea eyewash 
may be rubbed away with a little 
pure Cologne water on a bit of linen. 
Good Cologne is often used around 
the eyes as a stimulant to the skin, 
consequently a wrinkle eradicator. 

To bathe tired eyes with about a 
half a tumblerful of warm water, in 
which a teaspoonful of boracic acid 
has been dissolved, will give almost 
immediate relief.

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TO GET OUT THE CROPS. 

Next to settlers the west needs in- 
creased railway facilities—more rail- 
ways and better service on them. 
“Bumper crops” are ordinarily of 
comparatively little value if they can- 
not be got to market. We had a 
“bumper crop” last year, but it was 
estimated that one half of it was still 
in the hands of the farmers when 
spring opened, and that for the 
simple reason that the railways could 
not haul it out of the country. It was 
only the circumstance of a shortage of 
wheat elsewhere and the consequent 
sharp advance in spring prices that 
turned an impending disaster into an 
unexpected benefit to the farmer. 

At present England is our best cus- 
tomer; we have well founded hopes 
of a rapidly developing market in 
the Orient, and there are many who 
prophecy that before many years the 
United States must import Canadian 
wheat in large quantities. Whether 
destined for Liverpool, Yokohama or 
Minneapolis, the wheat can be got out 
by railways and by railways alone. 
The past winter more even than any 
preceding winter has shown that un- 
der severe climatic conditions the ex- 
isting railways with their existing 
equipment, cannot handle more than 
one-half the present crop. What 
would ibe the condition with double 
the crop but only the same railway 
facilities? And it will not be many 
years before the crop doubles the total 
of 1906. 

It is perhaps inevitable in the rapid 
development of a fertile agricultural 
country that anomalous conditions 
shoald arise—either that transpor- 
tation facilities should develop more 
rapidly than the business for them 
to handle or that the production of 
the country should multiply faster 
than transportation facilities can be 
provided. Western Canada has ex- 
perienced both conditions. For a de- 
cade we had more railways than we 
could provide business for; at the 
present time we have more business 
than the increased railway facilities 
can handle satisfactorily. To har- 
monize these conditions of develop- 
ment—to keep the railway facilities 
developing rapidly enough to handle 
the rapdly increasing business, with- 
out prematurely multiplying the lines 
and thus laying a needless burden on 
the country—this ia one of the great 
problems of the west which Canada 
is now trying to solve. 

Whatever may be the developments 
of our commercial future the bulk of 
our crop now goes to Britain and the 
opening up of new channels to the 
Atlantic seaboard is the duty of prim- 
ary importance, This duty the Do- 
minion government has undertaken 
with business-like enterprise. We 
now have two lines of the Canadian 
Facific railway to Eastern Canada 
and the sea. A second National 
Transcontinental, traversing the Do- 
minion from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, is being mished to completion 
as rapidly was anple funds and con- 
structive ability cur push the enter- 
prise. The Canadian Northern rail- 
way now operates its line from Ed- 
monton to the head of the Great 
Lakes and is understood to be eon- 
templating an extension from Fort 
William eastward through Northern 
Ontario to connect with its Ontario 
system and thus provide a third all- 
the year-round outlet to the Atlantic. 
To those enterprises now completed 
and in course of completion is to be 
added a fourth—the railway to Hud- 
son Bay ,a portion of which has al- 
ready been constructed and <1e com- 
pletion of which is now occupying 
the attention of the Guvernment,with 
every prospect of ripeaing into a de- 
finite proposition at a very early 
date. 

On the other hand the condition 
of the roads now in existence has 
been taken up by the Railway Com- 
mission and the companies, with 
every promise of greatly increasing 
their traifie-haadling ability before 
the present season s crop is ready for 
market. Locomotive works and car 
shops are now working night and day 
to fill the orders for new rolling stock 
for the western lines; track improve- 
ment is being carried on even at the 
expense of delay in construction of 


branch lines, that more trains may 
be run and on faster time; and ex- 
perts from the Railway Department 
are in the west making exhaustive 
examination of conditions generally 
with a view to suggesting how the 
handling capacity of the present 
roads may be increased. 

These are the means now in hand 
for supplying the west with adequate 
shipping facilities, by the construc- 
lion of new railway “outlets” and 
the betterment of those existing. In 
the outworking of this policy lies the 
hope and assurance that the farmers 
of the west

It is uvt fair 
to oariticize too harshly, for if ever 
the patience of a state was tried by 
lawlessnest it was Colorado. | The 
men who risked their lives in Colo- 
rado to quell disorder are entitled to 
all praise; but little credit is due to 
executive and judicial officers who in 
order to excuse their own folly defied 
the legal precedents which have grown 
out of thé greatest struggles of the 
human race. 

With this brief reference, the Colo- 
rado troubles, which kept alive, the 
hostility between the mine owners 
and the Western Federation, may, for 
the preesnt, be dismissed, 

It is the theory of the prosecution 
in the Moyer-Haywood cases that 
Harry Orehard and others were paid 
agents of’ the “Inner Circle’’ of the 
Western Federation and: that they 
were employed to assassinate promin- 
ent men in Colorado and Tdaho who, 
either as’ officials, mine owners, or 
mine manngers, had taken active and 
prominent part in opposing the Fed- 
eration during the troubles in the two 
states. Whether, if their theory be 
true, the object was merely revenge, 
or the double motive of revenge and 
and the intimidation of others, no 
one outside of those closely connected 
with the prosecution can tell. 

The Murderer Orchard. 

For quite a while Harry Orchard, 
the principal witness for the state 
in the Moyer-Haywood-Pettiione 
cases, drove a milk waggon between 
Wallace and Burke, two of the larger 
towns of the Coeur d’Alenes. He 
also worked in one of the mines at 
Burke. He had gone to Idaho from 
Spokane, where he had located when 
he first came west, and where, first 
as a miner, and later as a profession- 
al gambler, he went under the name 
of Thos. Williams, He was born in 
Northumberland County, Ont., on 
March 18, 1866, and..was. educated in, 
the public schools. He has repre- 
sented himself to be a. member of 
the Masonic order. He is said to 
have had an early religious training. 


He was Married in 1903, and, has .a@ | 


wife livifig. At one time he owned’ 
a sixteenth interest in the Hercules 
mine in ‘the Coeur d’Alenes, which 
he cold for $500, and which is now 
worth $560,000. (That mine has made 
Edward Boyce, the president of the 
Western “Federation of Miners who 
preceded Charles H. Moyer, wealthy.) 
Orchard appears to have been thwart- 
ed in his ambitions, and was a dis- 
appointed man. He was one of the 
eight hundred’ men who went to 
Wardner on April 29, 1899, and wit- 
nessed the destruction of the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mill. Whether he 
took an active part at that time is 
not known. He made his escape front 
Wallace the night before the troops 
under General Merriman arrived and 
returned to Montana. He was in Col- 
orado during a part, or perhaps most, 
of the troubles there, and escaped 
from Independence during the early 
morning hours of June 6, 1904, when 
14 men were killed and many others 
injured b ythe blowing up of the de- 
pot at that place. A man named Nev- 
ille accompanied Orchard in his flight 
at that time. Neville was afterward 
poisoned, and it was said that Or- 
chard had a hand in his “removal. ’ 
Neville knew “too much.” Orchard’s 
in Colorado will undoubtedly be made 
a part of the record of the trials. It 
may be, passed’ for the. present. 

In the early part of December, 
1905, Harry Orchard appeared in 
Caldwell—a quiet county town cf 
three thousand inhabitants, situated 
in a farming section, and resembling 
much a town of the same size in 
Ohio or Kansas, It is in the extreme 
southwestern part of Idaho, twenty- 
nine miles irom Boise, the capital, 
and close to both the Oregon boun- 
dary on the west and the Nevada 
boundary on the» south, Orehard 
registered at the Saratoga hotel under 
the name of T. 8. Hogan. 

He had been in Caldwell earlier in 
the fall;\and had then roomed at a 
private house. He had made two at- 
tempts to kill former Governor Stuen- 
enberg before, one at the Indiara ho- 
tel in Boise, and the other at Stuen- 
enberg’s home on Christmas Eve, ce- 
fraining both times on account of un- 
iavorable conditions, 

Ochard is a man a little above 
medium -height, of stalky build and 
dark complexion—not a bad or 
vicious looking man when well dres- 
sed, and he was now garbed in « 
neat suit, a derby hat, and well pol- 
ished shoes. He represented timself 
as one a for investments for 
Fh in ane rad ence. He wont 

sharia, hunting, and appeared to 
read chee at one time he had 
a conversation with Suenenbedg. 

Frank Stuenenberg was forty-four 
years old, He was born in Keokuk, 
Jowa, in August, 1861, and went west 
shortly after his marriage. He had 
earned the money which payed his 
way through the Ames (lowa) agri- 
cultural college. He lived with. his 
wife and thee children, two boys 
and a girl, on the outskirts of Cald- 
well, about fiiteen minutes’ walk from 
the inain part of the town, When ne 
first came to Idaho Stuenenberg 
worked in a printing office, and was, 
‘during all his mature life, a member 
of tne Typographical unton. His 
brother, A. K, Stuenenberg, had pre- 
ceded him to Idaho, and when Fiank 


Stuenenberg was assassinated his 
father, three brothers and a married 
sister were living in Caldwell. He 
was of German extraction, of the 
Boer type, slow to act, but of un- 
flinching courage when his mind was 
made b pre man in whom there was 
more of character than appeared on 
the surface, ae far more intellectual 
power than his gs reg expression 
would lead one to believe. Elihu 
Root declared after meeting him in 
Washi that Stuenenberg was 
one of the strong men of the country. 
He never wore a cravat. ad no 
small vices, neither smoked nor 
drank, and when he took a holiday 
it was always in company with his 
family. He had drifted into ranching 
and sheep raising before his election 
as governor. He was elected in 1896, 
on the Bryan wave a,nd held office 
two terms, or four years. His salary 
as governor was $3,000 a year. He ap- 
pears to have been well liked in the 
southern part of Idaho, where he was 
best. known, The sworn inventory on 
‘file in court gives his,estate as. worth, 
aiter paymént of his debts, $40,000. 
He was democratic in his habits and 
sympathies. A friend once quoted to 
him Burns’ word “Man’s inhumanity 
to man makes countless thousands 
mourn.”’ Stuenenberg. remarked. that 
the line ought to be printed at the 
head of of all the note paper used 
by the inordinately rich. Stuenenherg 
had studied politics from boyhood. 
“He knew more of politics when a 
boy than the average man does,” 
Mrs. Stwenenberg said to me. He 
could make a -plain common-sense 
public speech, but was not fond cf 
speech making. He was a democrat, 
though his father and brothers are 
all republicans. 

Stuenenberg had alweys strongly 
sympathised with union labor, though 
his sympathies were dulled by the 
events of 1899 in the Coeur d’Alenes. 
“IT could not tell whether the threats 
that were made against his life .aiter 
the Coeur d’Alenes affair troubled him 
or not,” said Mrs, Stuenenberg. ‘If 
they did he never mentioned it. His 
friends wanted him }o carry a revol- 
ver, but his answer ‘always was: “If 
those fellows want to do anything, 
they’ll get me in the back, eat bedi Ha id 
Long before his death Steunenberg 
had put aside ‘all political ambition. 
He knew that his action in 1899 in 
declaring the Coeur d’Alenes to be ‘n 
a state of insurrection and rebellion 
and calling in the federal troops | 
meant political death for him; and 
he may have occasionally entertained 
the thought that it would mean physi- | 


cal death. 
The Murder. 

About 6.30 on the evening of Dec. 
30, 1905, Stuenenberg, started for 
home from his office. His oldest boy, 
20 years of age, with a companion, 
was two blocks behind him. The early 
night was dark. Orchard, who had 
been watching, passed the ‘boy: and 
his companion, and hurried across 
lots in order to pass the iather, Or- 
ehard. reached. the Stuenenberg home 
five minutes before Stuenenberg.: He 
stooped down and picked up a short 
fish-line attached to the bomb which 
he had planted earlier at the left- 
and side ‘of the walk just in 
ie gate,’ This. string was attac d 
y means of a bent’'pin, to-a’ cork 
loosely held in the neck of a small 
vial containing sulphuric acid. When 
the cork was pulled the acid spilled} 
over some ie cone and the bomb 
exploded, “Wihen hid Yied the 
string to the gate Orchard made off 
in the darkness. Stuenenberg entered 
the side gate, his usual place of en- 
trance, As he entered he must have 
turned round to close the gate, for 
when the explosion occurred tne flesh 
of his right side was torn literally 
from the bone. When Mrs, Stuenen- 
berg reached her husband’s side he 
was able to enquire: ‘‘What’s the

About ten minutes after the report 
of the explosion Harry Orchard ap- 
peared in the dining room of we 
Saratoga hhotel and ordered his sup- 
per While in his room that evening 
Orchard put a bottle containing 4 
small quantity of sulphuric acid in 
the same coat pocket in which he 
had unknowingly left an explosive 
cap, causing an explosion, which in 
his agitated state Orchard thougis 
could be heard all over the hotel; 
but it seems not to have been no- 
ticed. 

The murder occurred about 6.45. 
Governor Frank R. Godding, in his 
home in Boise, thirty miles away, 
was advised by telephone of the as- 
assination at exactly seven o’elock. 
He went down town seeking 
particulars of the occurrence, and, 
not learning anything in. Boise, 
called up the sheriff at Caldwell by 
telephone. He was advised that the 
sheriff had placed a cordon of guards 
around the town. Governor Godding 
ordered a special train and went down 
at once to Caldwell, arriving there 
an hour and a half after the explo- 
sion, An organization was immediate- 
ly perfected, and the work of investi- 
gation was ‘continued all night, The 
officers went on the theory that the 
person who set off the infernal ma- 
chine must be sull in Caldwell. The 
registers of the hotels and of the 
boarding houses were all scanned 
and the names of all strangers placed 
on the list of suspects. There was 
quite a heavy snowstorm in the after- 
noon of Dee, 30, and there was six 
or eight inches of new snow on the 
ground so that the tracks of any one 
terfving Caldwell by conveyance or 
on foot could be followed, 

On the following day, when every 
one in the town was discussing the 
assassination, Orchard called the 
chairman of the board of county 
commissioners out from a group 
of excited men in the = Sara 
toga hotel lobby and asked him 
if he knew where he, Orchard, could 
buy a band of wethers cheap. 

The Arrest of Orchard. 

This question, so cooly put, aroused 
suspicion later against Orchard, He 
was watched closely all that uay, 
Sunday. Most of the time he sat in 
a chair in the lobby of the hotel, 
gazing out of the window without 


ht before an informal inqui- 
sition held in_ the office of District 
Judge Frank J. Smith. Orchard ap- 
peared perfectly collected; said he 
was from Denver and held a contract 
with the Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany as the representative of that 
company, but had net been doing any 
insurance business for some months. 
He said he was in Caldwell for the 


purpose of buying land, resenti 
triends who were looki tor invert. 
ments, Sheriff Harvey K. Brown of 


Baker coutity, Oregon, who by chance 
was present, at once identified Ho- 
an, or Orchatd, as a miner who had 
n employed in the Cracker Creek 
district of eastern Oregon, where he 
Kad been ait officer of the Bourne 
Miners’ union. After his release hy 
the inquisition “Hogan” talked jok- 
ingly in the lobby of the Saratoga 
hotel of the suspicions of the officers. 
He did not blame the officers, he 
said, but it was. rather humiliating 
to himself. “I don’t know what kind 
of ‘roasts’ my friends in Denver will 
nd out to me when I get back there 

i§ this stary gets,” he said. 

An impassable cordon had _ been 
placed around the town within an 
houy after the explosion, and all 
trains were closely watched to see 
that no ®ne left. Orchard was _ re- 
leased after his examination, but he 
could not leave. The authorities, not 
feeling assured by his story, finally 
ordered his rearrest. Orchard had be- 
gin to drink heavily for the first 
time since his arrival in Caldwell. 
On his person when searched waa 
found a trunk check. The trunk was 
found atthe baggage room of the rail- 
road depot. It had not been removed 
by Orchard since his arrival in 
town, though the hotel was only a 
hnlf block from the depot. He had 
had aceess to the trunk on the day cf 
the murder. Among his effects were 
found a revolver, a pair of brass 
nuckles, an electric flash lantern, a 
ladie’s chatelaine bag, and a pair of 
nippers of the kind used in setting 
caps in gfant powder. 

Orchard was formally charged with 
the tmarder. At his preliminary ar- 
raignment before Judge M. 1, Church 
he wag asked how soon he could se- 
cure counsel, 

“If this is published in the papers,’ 
said Orchard, “one lawyer, maybe 
two, will start for here at once.” 

‘How long will it take them to get 
here,” asked Judge Church. 

“Tt will take about a day and a 
half from Spokane,” answered Or- 
chard, He was told that he mig.t 
telegraph for counsel, but he did not. 
On the following day Orchard receiv- 
ed a telegram signed ‘Robertson, 
Miller & Rosenhaupt,” the Spokane 
law firm which had represented Paul 
Corcoran and others charged with the 
Coeur d’Alenes crimes of 1899, saying 
that Fred Miller of that firm would 
leave the next day for Caldwell. 
Miller left Spokane the next morning. 
On the train he read a Boise paper 
containing in sensational headlines 
Orchard’s statement before Judge 
Church and: jeit_ the train at Walla 
Walla, He failed to report at Cald- 
well for several days, though he had 
told a friend while on the train be- 
tween Spokane and Walla Walla that 
he was on his way to Caldwell. He 
afterwards explained that he was ill 
and was compelled to leave the train. 
Orchard was bound oves to await 
the action of the grand jury. He was 
appresented by Miller. ‘put in 
no defence. He treated the proceed- 
ings rather flippantly until the evi- 
dence disclosed the finding of the 
white powder and the plaster of paris 
in his room. He was removed to the 
penitentiary at Boise. The jail at 
Caldwell is a smal) calaboose aaffir. 

On Jan. 9, according to one of the 
Boise papers, William D. Haywood, 
secretary of the Western Federation 
of Miners, sent from Denver the fol- 
lowing telegram addressed to Rk. J. 
Hanlon, financial secretary of the 
miners’ union at Silver City, Idaho, 
Haywood’s former home: : 

“Press despatches indicate there is 
another conspiracy to connect the 
Western Federation of Miners with 
grave crimes. Saveral persons in 
Caldwell have been arrested in pur- 
suance of the conspiracy. The West: 
ern Federation of Miners defends no 
member guilty of crime; but in the 
past it has found that every one cf 
its members accused of crime was in-) 
nocent, and they would have been 
victims of conspiracy had the organ- 
ization not aided in deience. ave 
Mr. Nugent take up the defence of 
any member of the organization, +o 
that, if innocent, he may be dis 
charged.” 

John F, Nugent was an attorney ot 
Silver City, a\personal friend of Hay- 
wood, and is now located at Boise, 
representing Moyer, Haywood and 
Pettibone. The same newspaper ar- 
ticle, referring to this despatch, said 
that Mr. Hanlon interviewed members 
of his oun union at Silver City and 
decided not to see Mr. Nugent. 

Shortly after the arrest of Orchard 
and before the arrival of Mr. Mailer 
from Spokane, a Colorado lawyer 
named Sullivan, who said he was on 
his way from Colorado to Baker City, 
Oregon, on business, stopped off et 
Caldwell to see, as he claimed, if he 
could identify Harry Orchard, who, 
he said, had been a client of his in 
some civil cases in Colorado, Those 
conhecied with the prosecution have 
said, nad the press of Boise have 
published the statement, that a young 
woman stenographer employed in the 
office of Willia mD. Haywood at Den- 
ver met Suilivan in Baker City and 
accompanied him back as far as Cald 
well, where Sullivan returned, though 
he had given out the statement that 
he would not be back. The young 
woman continued on east. Sullivan 
assured Orchard that counsel would 
be provided for him when the proper 
time came. 

Caldwell was alive with detectives 
after the assassination of Stuenen- 
berg. Some of these represented, or 
pretended to represent, mine owners. 
When Governor Gooding had turned 
the details over in hia mind he was 
convinced the assassination was the 
result of a plot. He decided to secure 
the best detective skill to be had. 
He telegraphed for the Spokane rep- 
resentative of the Pinkerton agency, 
and after a conference James McPar- 
land, chief of the Pinkerton ageney 
at Denver, and famous for his con- 
nection with the “Molly MeGuire’’| 
case in Pennsylvania, was sent for. 
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He paid several visits to Harry Or- 
chard’s cell, Orchard had not heard | 
a human voice for ten days prior to| 
McParland’s first visit... His meals | 
were handed to him, but no word} 
spoken to him. »MeParland made sev- | 
eral visits before his object was ac- | 
complished. He ig said to have ap- | 
pealed to the recollection of | 
Orchard’s boyhood and _his early | 
eary religious training. McParland | 
himself is thoroughly familiar with | 
the Bible. He is sixty-seven years | 
old and has not been engaged in oper- 
ative work for years. The confession 
which Orchard made to. McParland 
covered not only the Stuenenberg 
murder, but numerous other murders’ 
and acts of violence: It implicated | 
the officers of the Western Federa- 
tion.

mine, as well as the murder of Arthur | 
L. Collins, manager; the murder of | 
Superintendent MeCormick and Fore- 
man Beck of the Vindicator mine, -f 
Victor, ir, 1903; in 1904 the blowing 
up of the railroad depot at Indepen- 
dence, and in 1905 the wrecking cf 
the power house of the Colorado 
Springs Electric company. 

In Idaho, according to Orehard, | 
only two men were marked {or as- 
sassination—Stuenenberg and Fred 
W. Bradley, president of the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan Mining company 
at the time the mill at Wardner was 
blown up in 1899. The story of the 
attempt on Bradley's life is striking. 
On November 17, 1904, at twenty min- 
utes to eight in the morning, Fred W. 
Bradley was leaving his house at 1404 
Washington street, corner of Leaven- 
worth, San Francisco, when, as he 
placed his hand on the door knob, 
of the outer door leading to the street, 
and as he had partially opened the 
door, a terrific explosion took place. 
Bradley's first sensation was that the 
end of his cigar blazed up, as if it 
were a trick cigar, and then of a 
deatening explosion, throwing hin 
violently to the ground and hurling 
upon him debris of all kinds. A mo- 
ment later he experienced a lijting 
sensation, which threw him into the 
street. He was picked up stunned 
and bleeding, and was placed in 
charge of a doctor. He recovered from 
his injuries. 

The owner of the building, Walter 
H. Linforth, a San Francisco attor 
ney, brought suit ainst the Ban 
Francisco Gas and Electric company, 
claiming that the explosion was the 
result of a gas leak, and recovered 
heavy damages,

Traveller Developes Disease. 
Alberta Hotel Under 
Quarantine. 


A mild ease of smallpox was_re- 
ported at the Alberta Hotel to-lay, 
and as a result the hotel is under 
quarantine, and the gverts now stop- 
ping in the bui/difig will be in quar- 
antine for fourteen deys. 


The pati®nt who is suffering from | 
the diseasé is H. A. Fish, a commer- | 


cial traveller trom Winnipeg. He is 
now isolated. in a'sdinple room at the 
rear of the hotel, where he_ will 
kept. Fish came here on May 30th 
last from Saskatoon, where he had 
stayed at a hotel in which there was 
a case of smallpox. 

The cave at the Alberta hotel, which 

was at first thought to be chickenpox, 
, has been developing for some days. 
Last Wednesday Dr, Forin, who was 
treating the man, took him to the of- 
fice of the city medical health offi- 
cer, Dr. Ternan, He was examined 
by Dr, Ternan, Dr. Irving, Dr, Far- 
quharson, Dr. Biggar and Dr, Robert- 
son, and the case was diagnosed 
chickenpox, and reported as such by 
Dr. Forin, though under protest. 

This morning Fish was again seen 
by Dr. Forin, and Dr, Clendennan, 
who has had considerable experience 
recently in smallpox, The symptoms 
could not now be misunderstood, and 
the physicians had no hesitation in 
pronouncing the disease to be small- 
pox. A report was immediately made 
to the city health officer, and the 
hotel quarantined about noon to-day. 

There are now only about fifteen 
guests at the hotel. Last night about 
fitty slept in the building, but the 
remainder have left the city, There 
are besides about fifty employees, who 
will also be kept in quarantine no- 
tices have been posted up on all the 
outside doors and officers will be 
detailed to do sentinel duty, and the 
reer of the hotel. 

Whether the city will pay the en- | 
tire expenses of the quarantine has 
not yet been deeided. When spoken 
to this afternoon, Mayor Griesbach 
said he unable to make a statement | 
on that point until a meeting of the 
cominissioners had been held.

And Some Hints to Settlers in 


There are many attractive spots in 
Alberta, and one of these certainly 
is the beautiful Lac Ste. Anne. It 
has an additional source of interest, 
n being one of the old settlements 


of this young country. The beauties 
of the lake first attracted the atte- 
tion of the wearied eyes of the never 
to be forgotten missionary, Rev. J. 
B. Thibaud, in 1842, when he founded 
a mission there. 

he lake is seventeen miles in 
length and about five miles wide and 
after passing through the narrows is 
studded with the most beautifully 
wooded islands. Not being surround: 
edby any hills of great heighth, it 
makes an ideal sheet of water for 
sailing. By passing through the up- 
per Sturgeon, Island Lake is reached 
and another run of eleven miles can 
be made, The Indians frequently 
come down by this route in canoes 
and it may surprise some readers to 
know that ardent canoeists have 


from the end of Island Lake. 

One of the great charms of the 
lake is its sandy bottom and during 
the summer months children revel in 
the delights offered by bathing and 
wading about its shores. 

Wild roses and viclets grow in 
abundance near the lake. In fact 
Dame Nature has been most generous 
in bestowing her choicest gifts to this 
attractive spot. 

From a sportsman’s point of view 
Lac Ste .Anne offers many induce. | 
ments, boating, fishing, and black 
duck shooting, a privilege west of 
range 50, which is permitted all the 
year round, 

Being the central point for the 
Yellowhead and mouth of McLeod 
trails, it is always a busy little spot. 

Hints to Land Seekers. 

Perhaps a few hints would prove 
valua ble to intending settlers in quest 
of land west of this district, numbers | 
“ whom keep pouring in day aiter | 
day. 

My reason for doing so is that in| 
many cases lately, outfits have come) 
out here with heavy teams, wagons | 
and every imaginable kind of miscel- 
laneous paraphernalia, seeking for 
land, and expecting to find all kinds 
of good roads in a country that a few | 
years back possessed as many white 
settlers as could be counted on one | 
hand. The disappointment is so keen 
that many have sold their stuff and 
gone back to town. 

There is only one way to seek out 
land and that is with a saddle and 
packhorse, and the land office here 
can furnish full particulars as to the 
trails in the direction any _ settler 
wishes to go. Then after choosing 
land, the settler is in a position to 
see for himself the kind of trail be- 
fore him, and how much he will have 
tg cut, out himself e’er he reaches 
his destination. 

By using a saddle and pack horse 
it is possible to get over a very large 
area of country in a short time, and 
it’ disappointed the expense of bring- 
ing back heavy wagons is avoided. 

Many are now trying to get as close 
to the proposed G. T. P. survey line 
as possible and naturally others who 
expect to get good land and probable 
“town site’ .speculation, not being 
gteedy, but liking a lot, come back 
with physiognomies as long as Lurgan 
Spades.

The old man Gilbert, whose sentence 
for death for firurder at Regina was 
recently commuted, being the other. | 
Rife is a man of about 36 years 
of age and appears to take the heavy | 
sentence imposed upon him, with in-| 
difference. He had expressed consid 
erable fear that the death sentence 
would be imposed and was consider-| 
ably relieved when he was told by 
Judge Stuart that the maximum 
penalty would not be inflicted, 
The trial at Calgary occupied the! 
entire day Tuesday. No lawyer would 
take the negro’s case, so he was un- 
represented all through {the — trial.
